Otir charity and 
our idealism. In which we fake traditional 
pride, have been appealed to. And once atjaln 
It l5 certain that most Americans will respond 
generously/ 

But there la an overtone to many of those 
pleas which seems somewhat imfalr. We nre 
told that we cat too much, that we must 
tiRhten our beltc, that It Is wranc for us lo 
feast while others atarviv All that Is true. 
Yet ono senses the Implication that the 
American people are somehow lo blame for 
famine In Europe and Asia. And that is not 
true. 

The pfcsent world famine was predictable 
In it« general outline from the time that the 
naztfl overran Europe. In November ■ 
delegates from 43 antl-axla nations met In 
Atlantic City to set up the machinery for the 
United Nations relief and rehabilitation ad' 
ministration, which was to avert that famine 
If millions must now die because the axl: 
war-lords made a battlefield ol Europe and 
the far east, secondary responsibility 
rather with UNRBA than wlth,the American 
householder. 

The contused history of UNRRA reveals ai 
Immense task complicated by many extranc 
ous difficulties. Among these were lack ot 
authority and long-range planning, an al- 
most fatal Intrusion of politics, and the 
paralyala of Inaction. . 

Naturally, the winning of the war had to 
come first, and to be given first cal! on food 
and shipping. But the European war has been 
over a year. And during that year, the fight 
to avert famine by on agency net up for that 
purpose ha.^ seemed appallingly weak. 

Here in this country, for example, fqpd .ra^, 
tlonlng was virtually abolished soon after 
Japan's surrender. That was a domestic de- 
cision, of course. But where was the protest- 
ing voice ot UNRRA when that decision was 
made? 

In the face of that decision, American! 
cannot be blamed If they (ailed to see that 
they were eating too much and-hastcnlng the 
world food crisis. If the facts had been made 
clear, surely most of us would willingly have 
continued our rationed but ^ple and sus- 
taining diet ■ 

A Gallup poll Indicates that 59 per cent of 
Americans today would be willing to go back 
to rationing in order to send food to hungry 
nations. We arc told, however, that It Is Im- 
practical to resume rationing now. 

Probably that Is so. The crisis Is here. It 
would take time to set up the rationing sys- 
tem again, and more time to reap Its bene- 
fits. So Instead there are tentative halt- 
measures. But emotional last-minute appeals 
for voluntary cooperation, however heart- 
felt, cannot, hope for very effective results. 
In a country of 140 millions, such haphazard 
operations can't cope effectively with a job 
of such magnitude. It Is another case ot too 
Jlttlo and too late. 

Nevertheless, the American people will 
surely be humane, and generous to the be.st 
of their ability. In return, It may be hoped 
that further appeals of this or other govern- 
ments win not add bitterness to the tragedy 
ot hungry millions and 'subtract good will 
from this country by unwittingly blaming the 
American peoole for a situation which Is not 
of their creation.
